The history of New Mexico has been, 
more than that of any other portion of 


the United States, a history of warfare 
and of suffering. Ninety years before 
the Pilgrims touched Piymouth Rock, 
the Spanish conquistadores had planted 
the heel of oppression upon the neck of 
New Mexico, and her broad, brown 


‘bosom had drunk the mingled blood of 


Aztec son and Castilian invader. And 
for 850 years thereafter, she did not 


know a quiet twelve-month. In gal- 


tons of blood spilt and dollars of coin 
expended, her record would not cut an 
imposing figure beside some wholesale 
and densely populated scenes of car- 
nage, but in the fearful har- 
assment, the ceasel suspense, the 


' hourly peril and the almost incessant 


fighting, she stands unapproached in 
the history of civilized races. In 1640 
Coronado began the first conquest of 
New Mexico—and a bloody task be 
found it. in 1582, Espejo again 
overran the land, and 
came its colonization by the Spanish 
under Ofiate. After enduring for 
years the growing oppression of the 
invaders, the patient Pueblos at last 


rose in the red rebéllion of 1680. They

became famous throughout the Terri- 
tory for its heroic warriors, They 
were the flower of New Mexico. And 
so Cebolieta struggied on till 1 
when jt reeeived the most stunuing 
biow it had ever known. Pedro Chaves 
(eldest. brother of Manuel) used to 
to the Rio Grande settlements and take 
contracts from those in need of domes- 
tic ‘help’? to furnish them Navajo 
irls 34 $500 per head. Then 
he would get his fellow Cebolletans 
together, and they would start out ona 
Campaiga, strike a band of Navajoes, 
kill the warriors and bring the women 
and children home for servants.

Some f entary | 
anecdotes ot the unwritten history of 
his time will be equal y interesting. 
The most famous town in New Mex- 
ico, so far as warlike ‘exploits is con- 
cerned, is Cebolleta. At the time of: 
its founding, in 1800, it was far west of 
all the other Spanish settlements, and 
was in the midst of the Navajoes, who 
were then justly dreaded. The little 
hamlet was never free from their mur- 
derous attacks, and one by one its 
brave defenders were laid away in 
the little graveyard, sieved with Nav- 
Joe arrows. A stout stone wall, 10 
feet high, inclosed the whole of the 
tiny town, the houses being built con- 
tinuously along its inside. The only 
entrance was closed by a narrow gate 
formed of planks two feet thick, hewn 
from two mammoth pines, and fag ened 
by a ponderous bar. Despite this forti- | 
fication—a remarkably strong one for 
those days—the indians persisted in 


their attacks. In 1804, the town was 


attacked by an immense force of Nav- 
ajoes; who, having found their scatter- 
ing assaults irritating and not satisfac- 
tory, were now determined to do the 
job to a brown turn. Besides their 
arrows, 
shields and lances, they had prepared 
borfginal! hand-gre- 

nades of pitch, with which to fire the 
town. The siege was a long and des- 
perate one. The 30 men of the town 
were kept on the keen jump, 
extinguishing the dangerous _ftire- 
balis and checking the constant 
assaults of their swarming foes; 
while the brave women were equally 
busy bringing water and food to the 
loopholes at which their husbands were 
stationed, binding up their wounds, 
and doing other necessary offices. In-. 
deed, one of. the most heroic and im- 
rtant exploits of thig siege was per- 
formed by a woman—Dofia Antonia 
mero, grandmother of Don Roman 
A. Baca. The assault had become ter- 
rifle; and, to feed the fainting men 
more quickly and safely, she took an 
ax and cut through the adobe partitions 
from house to house. Then, mounting 
to a housetop to see if all was going 
well, sbe was horrified to see that a 
brave Navajo had stealthily climbed 
over the gate and was just removing 
the ponderous bar; while a swarm of 
his companions waited outside to rush 
in the instant the heavy gate 
swing open. There was 
to call for help. Quick 
flash, the nervy woman 
caught up a fifty-pound metate (a na- 
tive stone hand-mill) which was lying 


upon the roof, swung it above her 


head and brought it down with terrific 
force full upon the scull of the Navajoe, 
who was too busy to notice what was 
going on above him. His head was 
crushed like an egg shell, and again 
the town was saved. Dofla Antonia’s 
husband, Don Domingo Baca, was 
worthy so plucky a spouse. In one as- 
sault. a hand-to-hand-combat, he was 


pPlereed by seven lances. and his abdo- 


men was so torn that his bowels fell. 
out. He caught up a pillow, lashed it 
around his belly, and continued load- 
ing and firiny for several hours, until 
the fury of the attack was spent. He 
then replaced his dangling entrails and 
sewed up the wound himself. He lived | 
during 


In 1859 Juan José Baca, a brother of 
Roman, was in an expedi- 
tion of 1000 men led by Col. 
Chaves against the Utes. The company 
was camped in the woods, and pres- 
ently some sentinels saw a young In- 
dian approaching on horseback. His 
bridle was a mass of silver, and his 
black buckskin suit was resplendent 
with silver buttons. It was plain that 
he was the son of some chief. The 
were going to notify Col. Chaves, bu 
young Baca said: ‘Wait. I will catch 
that fellow.“ And mounting his own 
fine horse he rode stealthily through 
the woods to meet the unsuspecting 
Ute. Having decided what course the 
Indian would take, Baca concealed 
himself behind a bik cédar dnd-waited. 
When the Indian was -within 40 feet 
Baca put a bullet through the brain of 
the horse, and charging forth before 
the astounded savage could disen- 
tangle himself from his fallen steed, 
Baca seized his long hair, wound it 
around the horn of his saddle, and 
galloped into camp dragging his not 
able prisoner. whom he proudly turned 
over to Col. Chaves. : 

An interesting incident, illustrativeof 
the coolness of Col. Chaves and of the 

rils of the day, occurred in 1860. 

1. Chaves Was at his lambing-camp 
at Salvada,40 miles east of the Rio 
Grande, when an excited messenger 
arrived from Hon. Francisco Chaves 
with the news that 200 raiding Apaches 
were heading that way. Col. Chaves 
had 40 men, including his wife’s step- 
. and his own eldest son, Hon. 
Amado Chaves, then a boy of 10. Not 
at all disturbed by this gruesome news, 
which frightened the shepherds out of 
their seyen senses, Col. Chaves saw 
that the muskets were in good order, 
-and gave his men the necessary direc- 
tions. No alarm came that night, and 
the New Mexicans slept on their arms. 
Early in the morning a shepherd came 
running back from his atajo, * 
that he saw the Apaches coming. Col. 
Chaves rode up to a little knoll, and 
with his field-glass counted 22 Indians 
with 17 rifles. Returning to camp, 
he told the men that there were but 
22 Indians in sight, but that the 
whole 200 were doubtless near, 
and they must be prepared to 
meet them all. He then assigned to 
each man the tree he should take 
shelter behind, warned them not to 
fire till the Indians were within 50 feet, 
and then ordered breakfast to be pre- 
pared. There had been a holy day 
just before, and his wife had sent 


him a box of cakes ‘and other 


dainties. These he now produced, and 
distributed to the badly-scared shep- 
herds, who felt little appetite, as they 
could plainly see the murderous 
yg. rapidly drawing near. Not 
till the Indians were within 500 yards 
did Col. Chaves allow the men to scat- 
ter to their trees; and having seen 
them all properly stationed, he took 
his little boy by the hand and ran with 
the old man a few rods up the hill to 


his own tree. The Apaches, 
seeing the running, made a 
rush. for the camp. Beside 


the fire lay Col. Chaves’s valuable sil- 
ver-mounted saddle and bridle and a 

y Navajo blauket of great price. 

wo Indians broke for these, and just 
as one had got the blanket under his 
arm, he fell sprawling with a half- 
ounce ball from Chaves’s rifle in his 
brain. The other grabbed the blanket 
from the big pot of afole into which it 
had fallen, and turned th run. Shoot 
him, padre!’ shouted the Col- 
onel to his father-in-law; but when 
he saw that the old man was 
shaking as with the “buck fever,’’ he 
said: “Wait! Don’t shoot!” Hastily | 
ramming home a ball in his own rifle, 


Apache fell with a red hole in the back 
of his neck. Col. C. had tied his two 
fine horses to a tree, and put two of 
his best men behind other trees twenty 
feet away, to lay out the Indians who 
should rush for the horses. To his dis- 
gust two Apaches took the horses with- 
out a shot. The explanation of this is 
interesting. Concepeion Baca“ (now 
interpreter for Geronimo in Florida) 
had been captured from his Sonora 
home in boyhood, by the Apaches, and 
had been raised by them until re- 
captured by New Mexicans, and 
adopted by one of the Baca family. 
He bad lain behind bis tree, awaiting 
a chance to pot the two Indians who 
were coming ſor the horses; but when 
be recognized in one of them the same 
eruel eld Apache who had raised him,

do if. Francisco Garcia de Noriega 
the original grantee of the famou: 
emez grant, was such a one. More 
than a century ago the puebk 
of Jemez was celebrating St. John’s 
day, the feast’ of its patron saint. 
with horse races, chicken-pulling, rifle 
matches, dancing and the like, while 
devotional services were also held in 
the church. Noriega, who was a dash- 
ing cavalier, recently from Spain, an 
ancester of Col. Chaves's wife, walkeu 
from the games to the church, followec 
by severa@gompanions. They enterec 
with their jingling spurs, an imperti- 
nence at which the priest at the 
altar turned and rated them 80 
roundly that Noriega's Spanisl. 
blood rose. He 


The man of God rose and invoked the 
curses of heaven upon Noriega, pray- 
ing that he might soon waliow in hie 
own blood. Just at that moment men 
came running with the news that raid- 
ing Apaches had run off the town cat- 
tle. Noriega at once gathered his lit- 
tle company—he held a Spanish cap- 
tain’s commission—and started in pur- 
suit. Riding all night, they over- 
took the Apaches at the Cerro de 
la Alasna next morning. Noriega 
had a fleet horse, and spurred reck- 
lessly ahead. His steed stumbled ina 
rabbit-hole and fell, and before No- 
riega could recover himseif, two Apa- 
ches hited him high in the air, trans- 
fixed upon their murderous lances. It 
was never possible to convince his fe- 
male relations—it’s the women, bless 
their souls, that keep the churches 
alive—that the direct cause of his un- 
timely death was not the priest's 
malediction. Mrs. Manuel Chaves 
herself had a brother who was 
so unfortunate as to be excomm uni- 
cated for some 
Dearly asshe loved him, she would 
never see him after that, and hid when- 
ever he entered the house. The recent 


lamented death of Archbishop Lamy }- 


of Santa Fe, one of the most widely 
revered meu in the far West, recails a 
somewhat similar incident iu which 
Col. Manuel Chaves tigured. Chaves 
then lived in Santa Fé, just back of 
the tamous old Guadalupe Cburch, the 
present pride of Santa Fé. 

Between the house and the church 
was along lane, Which was necessary 
for ingress to the house from the street. 
While Don Manuel was absent on his 
six Months’ Campaign against the Uies 
in 1855. Archbishop Lamy, under a 
misapprehension, had the lane wailed 
up.

‘Tie 
Aréiibishop, seflor.“ Chaves at once 
dismounted, and began throwing the 
adobes of the wall into the river.

THE CAMPAIGN. 


Another Big Demonstration 
at Indianapolis. 


Sixty Thousand Visitors Assemble to 
Hear Blaine. 


He Predicts’ 14,000 Majority in Indi- 
ana Harrison. 


The Campaign Elsewhere—Tammany Tenders the 
Olive Branch, and Will Withdraw Its Can- 
didate if Hewitt Will Step Down 

and Effect Fusion,

INDIANAPOLIS, Oct. 11.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.] The Republican demonstra- 
tion today was one of the largest and most 
successful ever held in Indiana. The early 


trains poured their thousands into the city. 


Nearly ali of the 15 railroads ran special 
trains, Some of the roads were not able to 
bring all the passengers who desired to 
come. Not less than 1000 extra passenger 
coaches were employed. It is estimated 
that by noon ever 60,000 visitors had arrived. 
Early in the day the streets became block- 
aded throughout the business district, and 
pedestrians found it a tedious matter to 
travel. Scores of bands and drum corps 
were marching to and fro, and the scene 
during the morning was one of confusion 
and noise. The hotel corridors were 
crowded, and the din of the fife and drum 
was to be heard everywhere. Toward noon 
the streets around the Republican head- 
quarters at the New Denison Hqtel began 
to fill, and at 1o’clock nothing but a solid 
wallof humanity was to be seen for two 
Squares up and down Pennsylvania street. 

At 1:30 Gen. Harrison, accompanied by 
Mr. Biaine, arrived at the New Denison, 
and made their way across the crowded bal- 
cony to the outer railings. Their appear- 
ance was the signal fora tremendous out- 
burst from 30,000 people packed like sar- 
dines in the streets below. Beside 
Harrison stood Mrs. Harrison and Mrs, 
Dimmick, accompanied by Mrs. Judge 
Woods and a number of other ladies. 
Among those on the reviewing balcony 
were ex-Senator Terry, Gen. John W. Fos- 
ter, Gen. Hastings, ex-Gov. Porter, Judge 
W. F. Niblock, Judge Woods, press repre- 
sentatives and a couple of hundred others. 
Tumultuous cheering on the appearance of 
Harrison and Blaine continued several 
minutes, the cheers being first for Harri- 
sonand then for Blaine, Both men re- 
3 lifted their hats in acknowledge- 
PROCESSION. 

At 1:10 the boom of cannon told the wait- 
ing thousands that the column ‘had started. 
It was 2 o’clock when a battalion of police 
made their way through-the dense streets, 
opening a path. As Grand Marshal Mill 
ards, followed by 50 mounted aides, passed 
the reviewing stand, they halted a moment 
with military precision and saluted. The 
column was one hour and thirty minutes in 
pissing, and it is estimated that there were 
nearly 12,000 in line, a large majority of 
whom wore uniforms, 

There were not less than forty bands and 
drum corps in the procession. At the rear 
of the first division came the gigantic Har- 
rison and Morton ball, drawn by four horses 
and rolling continuously on its framework. 
This is the first campaign ball seen in this 
city, and its passage elicited a storm of ap- 
plause and cheers. One of the most 
demonstrative organizations was the Irish 
Club, their banner reading, Protection, it’s 
Irish, you know.” ‘They also carried a 
mammoth streamer, 100 feet long, .

Blaine was driven to the Exposition 
grounds, arriving at the speaker’s stand just 
as the rear of the great parade reached the 
ground. Surrounding the stand was a mul- 
titude, estimated at 30,000. As Blaine en- 
tered the stand a mighty shout went up 
from the multitude, and the din of so many 
voices mingled with 30 or 40 bands and 
drum-corps was almost deafening. Gen. 
Hovey and Rev. Ira J. Chase, Maj. Caikins 
and other speakers had preceded Blaine to 
the Exposition grounds. Gen. Hovey made 
a brief speech and was followed by Rev. 
Chase, candidate for Lieutenant Governor. 
Blaine entered as Chase was speaking and 
the latter discontinued his address. After 


sided and Blaine stepped forward and said: 

“Ladies and Gentiemen: A man might 
as well take his position on the end of Cape 
Race and address the Atlantic Ocean as to 
attempt to address this vast crowd.

IHE EVENING DEMONSTRATION. 

Six thousand people filled Tomlinson's 
Hall tonight. Gen. Hastings of Pennsyl- 
vania and M. J. Murphy of Boston enter- 
tained the crowd before Mr. Blaine a 
pea When he came he was receiv 
with great applause. He said that the ar- 
gument against the protective tariff was to 
prejudice tha West against the East, on the 
ground that the Eastern States got the ben- 
ent of protection, and the Western States 
its burden. In answer to this he gave 
the population of eleven Western States 
taken in 1840, and compared it with 
the last census. He also referred to 
the wealth of those States under two cen- 
suses, showing that in 1869 the aggregate 
wealth was under 8400. 000,000, and that 20 
years afterward it was $16,590,000,000. In 
1860, he said, those States had 10,000 miles 
of railroad; today they had nearly 80,000 
miles of railroad, or nearly three times the 
mileage that was contained in the whole 
Union before the civil war. Taking the 
leading cities of the Western States in 
1860, their aggregate population was 
670,000, while today they have 3,500,000, 
“This is the way,“ said Mr. Blaine, pro- 
tective tariff has been retarding the growth 
and development of the West.” Referring 
to the foreign commerce of the coantry, 
which the Democrats said was all goue to 
pieces, he again quoted from the census to 
show that from the time America was dis- 
covered to the election of Abraham Lincoln 
the aggregate shipment amounted one 
thousand millions dollars, From 1560 to 
1883, the aggregate shipment has been 
seventeen thousand five hundred million, 
almost double as much in the 18 years of 
the present protective tariff as it was dur- 
ing the whole previous hisfory of the Amer- 
ican continent.

THE CHICAGO SILKIKE. 


An Attempt to Kun Cars Causes 
More Rioting. 

Oct. 11.—-[By the Associated 
Press.] In view of the notous demonstra- 
tions yesterday, Mayor Roche this merning 
issued a preclamation calling on the people 
of the city not to congregate on the streets, 
Some cars were run on the North Side this 
morning. The tracks were torn up in a 
number of places, and obstructions placed 
at many points, making progress slow. It 
was rumored that a conference was in 
progress looking toa settlement. President 
Yerkes denied this and declared that the 
fight is one to the death. A committee of 
the strikers called on Capt. Aldrich, this 
morning, and proffered assistance in sup- 
pressing the disturbance on the West Side. 
Chief of Police Hubbard this afternoon 
‘issued a general order that the police must 
keep the crowds moving and sternly repress 
all disorder from its incéption, using what- 
ever amount of force is necessary to accom- 
plish the result. Mayor Roche says it looks 
as if the city authorities will have to fight 
to maintain order. : 

MORE RIOTING. 

At Sedgwick and Lincoln avenues this 
afternoon a crowd of 3000 rotten-egged the 
new drivers, The horses ran away, dam- 
aging two or three cars, but the police 
finally restored order. This afternoon two 
dozen men, escorted by police, were brought 
to the Western-avenue barns on the West 
Side. The rumor spread that the company 
was about to start a dozen cars. A mob of 
8000 soon gathered, and the officers ad- 
vanced in a determined manner. The 
crowd fled, but some of the strikers refused 
to move, and nine of them were arrested. 

DYNAMITE ON THE TRACKS. 
_ At4o’clock two cars were sent out in the 
West Division. About 125 policemen were 
on duty, and succeeded in keeping the 
crowd, which numbered 5000, from inter- 
fering. The trip back and forth on Madi- 
son street was full of excitement, At two 
points stones were huried, ove of which 
struck a woman, knocking herdown. The 
thrower of the stones was immediately ar- 
rested. At Halstead streeta great mob was 
collected, part of which attempted to pound 
the driver of the car, but the police kept 
the crowd in check.

Judge Lorenzo Sawyer of 
the United States Circuit Court returned to- 
day from Oregon and in court issued two 
writs of habeas corpus designed to test 
some of the questions to be raised over the 
right of Chinese, arriving here after the 
Exclusion Act went into effect, to land. 

One writ was for a Chinaman arriving by 
the steamship Belgic and having a return 
certificate. The question raised is whether 
Congress can constitutionally deprive Chi- 
nese holding custom-house certificates of 
the right to return, As the Belgic is a Pa- 
cific mail steamer, the claim will be set up 
that the Chinese who came on that vessel 
were technically on: American soil before 
the Exclusion Act was signed, as the steam- 
ship left Hong Kong last month. 

In the other case, that of a Chinaman ar- 
rlving by the steamship Dake of Westmin- 

ster, apparently the only question to be 
brought up is whetner Chinese without cer- 
tificates, in transit to this country at the 
time the act went into force, come under its 
provisions, as at the time ot the passage of 
the act said Chinaman was on the high 
s-as and had no means of knowing that 
such an act as the Exclusion Act had been 
passed. 

MUST GO BACK. | 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 11.—[By the Associ- 
ated Press.] The Secretary of the Treasury 
today received a telegram from J. D. 
Spreckels & Bro. of San Francisco, say- 
ing: ‘ 

“The steamer Duke of Westminster, with 
Chinese awafting test case, must sail to- 
morrow. Canthe Chinese be transferred 
to a hulk for reshipment by the next 
steamer back to China if the test case goes 
against them?’

WASHINGTON (D. C.). Oct. 11.—[By the 
Associated Press.] Senate.—In the Senate 
the House bill appropriating $50,000 for the 
enforcement of the Chinese Exclusion Act 


was reported by Mr. Allison and passed. 


Mr. Mitchell then proceeded to ‘address 
the Senate in advocacy of the bill hereto- 
fore introduced by him to reduce letter pos- 
tage to 1 cent. In the event of the proposed 
letter postage reduction being carried out, 
Mr, Mitchell thought there was no reason 


why the unit of weight should not be fixed 


at two ounces instead of one, and why 
fourth class matter of merchandise should 
not be puton an equality with third class. 
With these changes all the present absurd 
distinctions between first, third and fourth 
class matter might be wiped out. The uni- 
form rate of 1 cent for two ounces would 
exist on all matter except newsp ers and 
periodicals sent to subscribers. The annoy- 
ance that so often results from detention of 
matter for insufficient postage would disap- 
pear. The temptation to petty fraud by 
concealment of written matter in matter of 
lower grade would vanish, and absolute 
privacy could be given to every parcel of 
matter mailed, for there would no longer be 
any reason why it should not all be sealed. 

The bill was referred to the Postoffice 
Committee. 

The Senate then resumed consideration 
of the Tariff Bill, and was addressed by 
Mr. Cullom. In the course of his remarks, 
Mr. Cullom made reference to Mr. Vest's 
letzer, heretofore frequently referred to, as 
to the struggle being a fight to tne death.” 

Mr. Vest said he wanted to make a state- 
ment as to that letter. It was a private 
letter, written on his desk in the Senate 
during the debate, and afterward type- 
written by his secretary.

He sent to the Clerk’s desk 
aud had read the original memorandum 
from which the letter was written, inciud- 
ing the following sentence: We are en- 
tering on a most fearful Presidential con- 
test, the most important since that of 1800. 
Cleveland, by his message (for which 1 
sincerely honor him), has challenged the 
protected industries of the country to a 
fight of extermination. The men who are 
accumulating immense fortunes under the 
resent laws are rmined 
Cleveland if money and industry will ac- 
complish it. It is useless to disguise the 
fact that the fight is to the death, aud we 
would be idiots to ignore tu fact.” Mr. 


Vest added that any man who did not ap- 
preciate the difference between a letter 
written der the circumstances under 


which that letter was written and one 
written to be submitted to the fierce criti- 
cism of political opponents would have no 
further explanation from him. What he 
had written and what the letter, fairly con-

That conspiracy ainst 
labor had early obtained control Sf the 
Democratic party, through the success of 
that party it hoped tor the accomplishment 
of its purpose, and now it seemingly 
awaited but the reélection of Grover Cleve- 
land to carry out its ruinous designs. It 
was and always had been a sectional 
conspiracy, and its name was free trade. 
Its chief conspirators had always had their 
home in the same section of the country, 
It had started in South Carolina with Cal- 
houn. Its desire had been twofold: First, 
to extend the southern system, by which 
labor shouid be unpaid and ignorant; and, 
second, to circumscribe the northern sys- 
tem—a system which encouraged inteili- 

ence, virtue, self-respecting and respected 
abor. The means by which this was to be 
accomplished was free trade. What he 
meant by free trade was not the closing of 
custom houses, but what all coramercial na- 
tions mean by it—a system opposed to pro- 
tection. There was not a leading Demo- 
crat in the Uniced States today in full 
communion with his party,enjoying the con- 
fidence of the Administration, who dared to 
say that he wasa protectionist. Whatever 
of the protection sentiment and courage 
there had been in any leading Democrat 
had been crushed out under the iron heel of 
the Administration, If, by the means 
which the Democrats were now employing, 
by the deception which they were pow 
using, by the imposture by which they 
were how attempting to secure the laborin 
men of the North, Grover Cleveland shoul 
be reéiected, these men would rise in their 
might once more, put down free trade and 
demand protection, But it would be a sad 
experience for them to go through. He 
mentioned, as one of the saddest incidents 
in American history, the party ostracisin of 
Kandall and his defeat for the Speaker- 
ship, because he was.a protectionist; and he 
said that a protectionist could no more be 
elected Speaker of the Dem: cratic House 
of Representatives than he could be trans- 
planted to heaven. It had been necessary 
to win the President over to the plan of the 
conspiracy. He had been won over, and 
the vait with which he had been captured 
was the promise of a renomination, which 
he had piedged himself not to accept. 
Randall was a power in the State of Penn- 
syivania, but Randall had to ve stripped of 
his power. It was necessary to degrade 
him, or the free-trade conspiracy 
could not prevail. The President's 
next friend, William L. Scott, had 
been the destroying. influence with 
the State Democratic Committee, and he 
had done so by means which, if its secrets 
were known, would shock even the Demo- 
crati¢e party. Every follower of. R u-

That bill had 
been concocted by conspirators in the dark. 
Votes had been purchased for it by yielding 
rtial protection to articles from which it 
ad been withdrawn.

WHITE SCALE. 

Doctor Charles P. Murray of La- 
manda Park, who has spent much time 
in studying the best methods of de- 
stroying the cottony cushion scale, says 
to give the trees affected with the scale 
a good washing with whale-oil soap or 
treat them with gas. This will remove 
all the scale and larve on the tree; the 
next very important thing to dois to 
prevent them from again getting on 
the tree; he claims the bugs come out 
of the ground and climb up the tree. 
To prevent this, bind a girdle of sheep- 
skin with the wool on around the trunk 
of the tree, the wool being on the 
inside, but before putting it on saturate 
the wool with a quantity of castor oil 
containing carbolic acid, the latter 
being in one part to twenty of oil, He 
has tried this on his own trees and at 
the end of 12 days found over 500 scale 
bugs at the lower side of the sheep- 


skin, being unable to go higher; many | 


were dead. This is of much interest to 
our citizens, as the trees bere are much 
troubled with the pest. One question 
must not be overlooked—will one part 
ot carbolic acid to twenty of castor oil 
ow atree? Dr. Murray claims it will 
not.

ACUTE OR SIMPLE SORE THROAT. 

Th: most simp e form ot throat disease ts 
inflammation of the mucous membrane. re- 
* from recent cold. It is most prevalent 
in Cold or damp weather. The symptoms are 
a roughness in the throat, with a slight pain 
and awelling. Tne throat looks red and angry 
and the tongué it slightiy coated with white 
fur. Withnafew days small whitish spots 
which look tike ul era, form on be back of 
the ti roat and about the root of the tongue 
If the attack te mild, these aphthous pointe 
digs»ppear t the end of three or oor days, but 
when more revere they leave behind them 
sui erficial ulcers. When the acute inflamma- 
tion is not entirely removed itis Hable to. de- 
1 into a chronic form, and ua l 

velop what is called nular disease, or 
ma end in a aboess of the tonsil glands, or 
cause chronic NN of the tonsils and 
elongation of the uvula. 

CHR NIC SOXE THROAT, 

This, like rig all affections of the th 
and nose. usually begins with a severe cold, 
and is almost always attended with hoarse- 
ness. It is more frequently a mere extension 
of catarrh or sore throat than an original dis- 
ease, the irritation escaping down and fixing 


itself upon the delicate orvan sm of. this part, 


and thence gradualiy journeying onward to 
When it ocours a: a consequence 
of catarrh or sore throat, the symptoms are 
comparatively mid There may be pan bat 
it is more common to flud only a sense of tick- 
ling which p ovokes cough. any coaplain

The causes which produce this form of dis-

and overuse. Dust and all irritating matters 
in the air are liable to.be drawn into the wind- 
pipe and produce irritation, It is more often 
a mere 8 = to sore throat. the :nflamma- 
tion extend down fo the larynx by reason 
of the sontine ty of mucous membrane.

When the laryngeal disease is secondary to 


| that of the lungs, and dependent u on it we 


can oniv hope to effecta cure by those méans 
which will remove its cause, and these we 
have considered, and shall more fully con- 
sider. under the head of “Consumption.” 

In addition inflammation, acute or 
chronic, the larvnx is liabie to abscesses to 
warty growths and to polipi. Under the action 
of loner continued irritation the vocal cords 
become thickened, renderi g the voice husky 
and indistinct. And again, we may have com- 
plete loss of voice from palsy of the cords. 
an ffection known to ihe physi- 
cians by the term of “Aphonia.” Unless the 
remedies are applied to the seat 5 the disease 
it is useless to try toeffeot a cure. II. is for 
this reason thar judicious inhalations are suc- 
cessful when all other means have been tried 
without avail. 

TONSILITIS 

Ts an acute inflammation of the tonsils. 
which of a colection or mass of 
small mucuous follicies or glands whose office 
1. tosecrete a portion of the fluid which keeps 
the throat moist. Thereare ersons who suf- 
fer every winter, sometimes Oftener, with an 
at ttack of acute inflammation of these giands. 
he trouble bevins with a slight soreness 


and swelling, which gr-dualiy increases un- 
til the act of swallowing is attended with | 
great suffering. 


These g ands are sometimes affected by a 
chronic inflammation. and are found enlar, ea | 
and very much hardened. In such cases the 
secrete a lu. unheaithy, irritating flu. 
which is spread Over the throvt, p- ‘rpetuating 
the disease. In the throats of ‘many young 
ost these glands are permanently 30 

e as to rei der respira:ion exceedingly 
difficult. The defective breathing of eniidren 
thus affected often occasions contraction of 
the che-t,and lays the foundation for con- 
sumpien, ‘The eustachian tubes (the mouths 
of which are just above the palate) are often 
inflamed, und 1 ial deafness is the result, 

Many pee ‘nts suffering from a throat dis- 

ease are dyspeptic, a suffer with depression 
of apirits So oitend.eschis symptom pre- 
sent itself thatit may almost be rewarded as 
one of the peculiarties. Persons thus 
afflicted have usu liy the dark and d ngy look 
of the face which denotes functional de 
rangement of the liver. Tuer gre trequentiy 
emaciated, nervous. hypochrondriacai irrit- 
able and often exumusted from other causes, 
in combination with this disease. 
GRANULAR SORE THROAT 


Is the most serious form of throat disease. It 
is 80 lei because on loeking int the thr 
granuiations of various sizes are seen. stu 
ding the membrane and causing it to appear 
rough ani uneven. Sometimes these granu- 
lations appear in patehes, but generally they 
are regular and distinct. When allow d to 
progress the mucous follicles of the larrnx 
soon become involved. and then we have 
added tothe other symptons a turkiness of 
the voice in speaking or reading a oud, with a 
a “thick, poo to clea: the windpipe, by which 
25 stick bluis -colored mucous is 
ore. d off — considerable difficulty. The 
— 1 on from a simple toa granular sore 
throat is very easy. The patient becomes con- 
scious f vexatious titi lation, pr: duc ug a de 
sire to cleac the throat several times during 
the ree of the day. He may not notice 
this himself, but it is, lesa, Gheorved 
by his frends dome months later this de- 
pos tion is found to have increased, Pens to be 
atrended witb an «ccasional desire to swallow, 
the patient—to use his own words—feéeling 
something sticking in hes throat. 

The great danger in these diseases ex'sts in 
the fone of the inflammatory action passing 
into ih. bronch al tubes and aircelis of ths 
lunes, both by nervous conrection and con- 
tinuity of surface. 

The treatment we 3 for all these throat 
affections is. in the firat place. the use of 
astringent, soothing. or alkaline washes * 
adapted ¥ the dog spe and character of the 

disease. In the nest place. toresch every 


‘possible point of the membrance which irrita- 


tion or di-ensed action hag reached, the in- 
haler is brought into requisition. Through it 
a warm vapor. medicated with astringent, ex- 
pectorant soothing or altera ive properties, 
is drawn into the bronchial tubes, which 
ramify the whoe vot thelungs Thus, 
every poiht where be dis ase bas made a 
lod: ment is brought effectualiy under the in- 
of proper rem. dies. Under his direct 


| treatment a elass of diseases, which bare 


befflea the skill of medical men. becomes as 
amenebh:totreatmentand as curr ble as any 
other ordinary cisease of the system.
